Norman. 
Before leaving Mr. Ohern gave the 
News some of the impressions he re­ 
ceived of our town and school.

building, organized his force, and got­ 
ten down to solid work in so brief a 
time is more than I can understand. 
The school has a fine building. The 
corps of teal hers is excellent most 
of them I met personally. The work 
of the ^primary teachers, Misses King 
and Timberlake, interested me parole 
ularly. Oklahoma is fortunate in hav­ 
ing these two women here training 
other teachers who are in turn to 
educate and train their boys and girl 
w'ho in a few years will be in eharg** 
of our state. It augurs well for our 
future. Help such women*. 
‘ The work of beautifying the camp­ 
us is worthy of special commendation 
In a few years the campus will bt 
a charm ing spot. I was told that Mrs. 
Briles is the architect of this land­ 
scape work. Help her, too. The site 
of the school is admirably adapted 
for the purpose, it is fortunate the 
school was not located out on a flat.
